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REMARKS 

These remarks are submitted in reply to the Office Action dated March 01 5 2004. Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration and further examination of the patent application under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.111. 

Summary of First Office Action 

I. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 12-1 5, 17 and 18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Zhu et al US Patent 6,686817 in view of Liang et al US Patent 6597265 (of record) 
in view of Turunen et al US Patent 5,543,764. 

II. Claims 16 and 19 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Response 

Applicant has amended claim 1 to include the limitations of claim 16, and the limitations of 
claim 15, from which claim 16 depended, and the limitations of claim 13 from which claim 15 
depended. Further, Applicant has deleted the following previously added element to claim 1 : 

said tunabl e capacitors comprising, a first el e ctrod e ; a tunable di e l e ctric film 

position e d on th e first e l e ctrode; and a s e cond e l e ctrode positioned on a surfac e of the tunable 

dielectric film opposite the first el e ctrod e ; and 

Applicant submits that based on the present 10-19-2005 office action, the deleted portion 
above was not part of the reasons for allowability and thus has been deleted. Further, the following 
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element was deleted since it was replaced by the language from claims 16, 15 and 13. 
moans for coupling non adjacent ones of the r e sonators . 

Applicant has also amended claim 18 to include the elements of claim 1,18 and 19. Claim 19 
has been cancelled. The Patent Office is authorized to charge any fees associated with the claim as it 
is now in independent form, to deposit account number 502697. The present office action indicated 
this claim 19 would be allowable if the limitations of the independent base claim and intervening 
claims were combined (which Applicant has done in claim 18).
